The conditions and customs of the 
civilized and nneivilized natives, are 
as varied as they are remarkable. On 
the one hand we have myriads who 
have never heard of a Savior's love, s 
$ermon preached or any invitation to 
Serve Him whom they ignorantly wor- 
«hip: and on the other hand, we find 
two classes; the one thoughtful and 
earnest about the welfare of their les 
favored brethren and the other being 
hardened in their crimes, care hot for 
(od nor regard the cry Come over 
and help ns,” Nothing can be more 
«triking than secing men and women 
half naked mm the streets. who arerid- 
jeuled and mocked by the whites In 
the interior this is worss. A maid is 
*apposed to be in the rory d- pth of 
innocency who cares not to olothe her- 
«elf even gocording, to their enstom; 
which consists in « «mall piece of cloth 
tied around the waist. Furthermore, 
the women ars considered as cervants 
of their hnsbands. They do not eat at 
the «ame time nor walk beside cach 
other, The wife of « chief or king 
Is consldered disrespectfal if *he 
does not makes obeizxance to him, or 
try to «how her inferiority to him. 
Boys and girls under 19 are left totally 
naked on the farms as they drive birds 
from devouring their crops or perform 
any dnty demanded of them by their 
Owners.

Saperstitiou greatly abounds in the 
interior among the heathens, for the 
reason that they know not the true 
(od to place their confidence in. 
Among them can be fonnd those whe 
from their SuUpersti 
practices; und these make con- 
verts of those whone faith in Christ 1s 
not mphett. 

In British $8. Leone, there are not 
less than 50 different languages $po- 
ken, In this respect, however, 8. 
eons ts peentiar— Nevertheless; for 
almost every tribe, there is « language 
in Africa. The following taken verba- 
tim from the Rev. Arishetuke Fadu- 
mas, B, ÞD., of 8, Leone, native of the 
Yoonba Tribe, W. Africa, edncated in 
8 Leone, London and at Yale Uni 
ver«ity, will give a bhirief sketch of 
«ome of the tribes referred to: The 
laugnage of the Congos differs from that 
of the Yoon bas, the Snzns differs from 
the Yoloſſs, the Limbas from the 
Fantes, the Eboes differs from the 
Houas —In the-norYheru portion of 
the continent, the Arabic language pre- 
dominates. A knowledge of it enables 
one to travel and speak eaxily among 
the people = 

texides these we find the Lokos, 
Timmenees,  Krankors, Mandingoes, 
Foolers, Popos, Mendis, Sherbros, 
Etc. 

In order to order to reclaim these 
people, the and danghters of 
Africa mnst feel it their duty to heed the 
eall before mentioned, aud pledge them- 
«elves for auy fate, since the mis81on 
of Christ oF ufilled, 

he native langaage mnst also be 
«tudied in order for awe to be «necess- 
fal in this work.” Atthongh_ the know- 
edge of the English, Latin and Greek 
languages is good in their places, yet 
none is poetic enough, none 18 enpao- 
nions enough, none tonches the chords 
of -the-soul aud wakes them vibrate in 
harmony with mnvic of hegven and 
the great heart of (6d, as the native 
language spoken to a native. 

The eagerness with which they lis- 
ten to the gospel after their conver- 
«ion is of a very #triking character. 
Their profession of faith 1n Christ. ts 
more religble than that of many of us 
who have grown careless, as it were, 
to go«pel warnings, 80 much 80 that 
we zxometimes forget to set onrelves 
right. 

Among the eivilized in 8. Leone, are 
many heathens who dv ell in ignorance 
and «nperstitition, But gs efforts are 
being put forth to establish home or 
city missions, we trast that God's aid 
will reach them, s0 that **Ethiopig 
«hall «o0n stretch forth her hand to 
God,” But there is a bright side to 
this picture, $S, Loone is b q ling fair, 
and our youths are striving for edn- 
eation to bring th&m to the front. 

Every year s0mge boy or girl, young 
man or woman goes to England to be 
edncated, and thus we have had doe- 
tors of law and divinity, bachelors at 
law and arts, medical doctors, Fellows 
of the Royal Geographical Society and

For all theze we ex- 
claim: Not nnto , O, Lord, not 
nuto us, bnt to Thy name we give the 
praiee and glory.” 

We *hall now notice in the third 
place, as brief as possible, the require- 
ments necesxary to reclaim those in 
gross heathenizm and-snperstition. 

We want men, money and prayers— 
men who wonld not be ashamed of 
their color, or try to make themselves 
black Englishwen — but those who 
would prefer being Africans in the 
true «ense of the word, with zeal and 
earnestness to labor not for «alary but 
Christ, and who wonld not count their 
lives dear to them, Africa wants every 
one, except those who do not care to 
go there. Onr virgin continent 
wants men with staming— we 
want. money becanse it makes 
the way easier. It pnshes the wheel 
and will help in this alzo. It will sus- 
tain the mizslonaries and clothe those 
who are naked It will provide books 
for them, and s00n every heathen boy 
and girl will learn to real and write 
and know many other thing® which 
they are now ignorant of, But the 
back bone mnst he prayer, fervent 
wayer, 


If you cannot be the watchman, 
Standing High on Ziron's wall; 

Pointing out the path to heaven, 
Offering life and peace to all, 

With your prayers and with your Lounty 
You can do what beaven demands, 
You can be like faithful Aaron

The labors of your vervant in this 
fleld are now taking fine shape and is 
encouraging to the nttermost. Seven 
weeks have passed, three of which 
have been spent in Freetown at our 
offices, and four weeks in the interior. 
The attempted withdrawal of Zion 
and Pastor Frederick has in no wise 
militated against onr work in actual 
regnlts, bunt rather has given « stimn- 
Ins to the African Methodist Episcopal 
Church in thess borders, which can 
scarcely be appreciated by one at & 
distance., As everyone knows, Zion was 
a great financial bhbnrden on Af- 
rican Methodism, for great snms of 
money have been «peut on _its rebell- 
ions Pastor for near teu Jong - years, 
and yet the corner-stone principles of 
the A. M. E. Chnrch have never been 
tanght the people here in or ontside 
of his immediate congreogation, For 
example, many did not know that the 
A. M. EF. Chnrch is a self-«npporting 
race Charch. Many were ignorant of 
the fact that Negroes rule within onr 
connection Many thought zome great 
white-man-organization condneted onr 
affairs. Negro Bishops were nu- 
known to many. If the 
dizsoIntion was to come, now is the 
time. I had no official relations with

The wheat was taken from a 
chamber in ons of the pyramids, the butter 
from a stone abelf in an 01d well in Scotland, 
where for geveral centuries it had lain in, an 
earthen crock in icy water, and tho wine 
was recovered from an old vault in the City 
of Corinth. There were «ix gueats at we 
table, agg each had a mouthful of the bread 
and a teaspoonful of the wine, but was per- 
mitted to help himself bountifully to the 
butter, there being several pounds of it. 
The «pple jar held about two-thirds of s 
gallon. The fruit was sweet and as finely 
flavored as if It bad been put up yesterday.”

We have stated before 
that Senator Thurston, Feb. 6, 1896, 
introduced a * bill—by the request of 
s0me colored people—in the United 
States senate to pension all the old 
slaves, 60 years of age und upward, 
and that the aid bill has never been 
noticed since. Senator Thurston, him- 
self, who introduced the bill, wonld 
not vote for it. Such & bill may pass 
a haudred years after the proclamg- 
tion by President Lincoln, or in 1963, 
8o if you will live until then, you may 
get « pension, and please do not bother 
this office with any more of your fool- 
ish letters 'till then.

The Microbes of Rinderpeft. 

Professor E. Symes-Thompson re- 
cantly delivered at Grezham College a 
courss of four lectures on "Bacteria 
and Dizeaae.”” Referring to the in- 
veatigations now being made ihto the 
cauze of the rinderpest in South Af- 
rica, he expreazed his be'lef that the 
microbes digcovered by Dr. Eddington 
at Grahamstown might be regarded as 
the microbe of rinderpest. Profesaor 
Koch appeared to have ascertalned 
that the organizms could be trans- 
ferred from animal to animal, for in- 
Stance: The digease produced was 
much milder than in the case of others. 
It would probably be found that the 
inoculation of the lews virulent form 
of rinderpest would render cattle im- 
mune to the more virulent form, ex- 
actly as vaccination rendered us im- 
mune .to email pox, —London Inven- 
thon . '
